CHAPTER  XCII. 

[Assented  to  15th  October,  ISi  '  j 
An  Act  to  incorporate  the  Toronto  Club. 

WHEREAS  the  persons  herein- 
ViMmDi*  after  named,  with  a  large  number 
of  others  in  Toronto,  and  elsewhere 
in  Upper  Canada,  have  associated  themselves 
for  the  establishment  of  a  Club,  for  social  pur- 
poses, and  have  prayed  to  be  incorporated  by 
the  name  of  the  "  Toronto  Club,"  and  it  is 
expedient  to  grant  their  prayer :  Therefore, 
Her  Majesty,  by  and  with  the  advice  and 
consent  of  the  Legislative  Council  and  As- 
sembly of  Canada,  enacts  as  follows : 

1.  The  Honorable  J.  H.  Cam- 
nuttyonttoB  eron,  and  A.  Thornton  Todd,  J.  M. 
Strachan,  A.  Morrison,  John  Craw- 
ford, Esquires,  and  such  other  persons  as  now 
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are  or  hereafter  shall  become  members  of  the 
said  Association  shall  be  and  are  hereby  de- 
clared to  be  a  body  politic  and  corporate,  in 
««,«««♦*  deed  and  in  name,  by  the  name  of 
nS?  «d  the  "  Toronto  Club,"  and  by  that 
^^*^  name  shall  have  perpetual  succes- 

sion and  a  common  seal,  and  shall  have  power 
from  time  to  time  to  alter,  renew,  or  change 
such  common  seal,  at  their  pleasure,  and  shall 
by  the  same  name  from  time  to  time  and  at  all 
times  hereafter  be  able  and  capable  to  pur- 
chase, acquire,  hold,  possess,  and  enjoy,  and  to 
have,  take  and  receive,  to  them  and  their  suc- 
cessors, to  and  for  the  actual  occupation  of  the 
said  corporation,  any  lands  tenements,  and 
hereditaments,  and  real  and  immovable  pro- 
perty and  estate  situate,  lying  and  being  with- 
in the  City  of  Toronto,  and  the  same  to  sell, 
alienate  and  dispose  of  whensoever  the  said 
Corporation  may  deem  it  proper  so  to  do; 
and  by  the  same  name  shall  and  may  be  able 
and  capable  in  law  to  sue  and  be  sued,  implead

poratton  whatsoever ;  and  the  Constitution, 
Rules,  and  Regulations  now  in  force,  touching 
the  admission  and  expulsion  of  members,  and 
the  management  and  conduct  generally  of  the 
affairs  and  concerns  of  the  said  Association 
in  so  far  as  they  may  not  be  inconsistent  with 
the  laws  of  this  Province  shall  be  the  Con- 
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stitution,  Rules,  and  Regulations 
S*!pit"  of  the  said  Corporation;  Provided 
By-lawi,  *o.  gi^ayg^  that  the  said  Corporation 
ma  -  from  time  to  time  aker,  repeal,  and 
change  such  Constitution,  Rules,  and  Regula- 
tions in  the  manner  provided  by  the  Constitu- 
tion, Rules  and  Regulations  of  the  said  Cor- 
poration. ,     «,    ^ 

2.  All  the  property  and  effects 
SSSrZi  now  owned  by  or  held  in  trust  for 
corporation  ^^  g^j^j  Association  are  hereby 
vested  in  the  said  Corporation,  and  shall  be 
applied  solely  to  the  maintenance  of  the  said 
Corporation. 

3.  No  member  of  the  Corpora- 
S?S»  •*'  tion  shaU  be  liable  for  any  of  the 
^**^  debts  thereof  beyond  a  sum  which 
shall  be  equal  to  the  amount  of  the  original 
entrance  fee  and  the  annual  subscriptions 
which  may  remain  unpaid  by  such  member; 
and  any  member  of  the  Club  not  being  in 
arrear  may  retire  therefrom,  and  shall  cease 
to  be  such  member,  on  giving  notice  to  that 
effect  in  such  form  as  may  be  required  by  the 
By-laws  thereof,  and  thereafter  shall  be 
wholly  free  from  liability  for  any  debt  or 
engagement  of  the  Club. 

4.  It  shall  be  lawful  for  the  said 
SbMriptioM  Corporation  to  issue  stock,  to  such 
for  stock       extent  as  they  may  deem  necessary, 
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not  exceeding  in  the  a^ri^egate  the  sum  of 
forty  thousand  dollars,  in  shares  of  one  hun- 
dred dollars  each ;  such  stock  to  be  subscribed 
for  in  a  book  to  be  opened  for  that  purpose  by 
the  Committee  of  the  said  Cluh  and  to  be  paid 
up  in  such  manner  and  within  such  delay  as 
may  be  determined  by  the  said  Committee.

5.  The  funds  arising  from  such 
stock  shall  be  applied  exclusively 
to  the  erection  of  a  Club  House 
and  dependencies,  and  to  furnishing  the  same.

6.  The  shares  of  such  stock  shall 
be  assignable  by  delivery  and  sur- 
render of  the  certificates  to  be  is- 
sued to  the  holders  of  such  shares  respectively 
and  by  assignment  on  the  books  of  the  Cor- 
poration. 

7.  Each  holder  of  such  stock 
duly  paid  up  shall  be  a  proprietor 
of  an  undivided  share  of  the  real 

estnte  of  the  Corporation  and  of  the  buildings 
therein  to  be  erected,  and  shall  be  exempt 
from  all  liability  beyond  the  extent  of  the 
stock  he  shall  actually  hold.

8.  It  shall  be  competent  to  the 
said  Corporation  to  pay  off  so 
much  of  the  said  stock  from  time 
to  time  as  the  said  Committee  may  deem 
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desirable;  the  share  or  shares  so  to  be  paid 
off  to  be  selected  by  the  said  Committee  by 
ballot. 

9.  Such  payment  may  be  made 
by  depositing,  in  any  of  the  char- 
tered Banks  in  the  city  of  Toronto, 
to  the  credit  of  the  holder  or  holders  of  such 
share  or  shares,  the  amount  of  such  share  or 
shares  and  of  all  dividends  unpaid  thereon, 
and  thereupon  such  share  or  shares  shall, 
ipso  facto,  cease  to  exist.

CHAPTER  LXVIL 

An  Act  respecting  the  Toronto  Club. 

[Assented  to  7th  March,  1878.] 


PreuBU* 


WHEREAS  the  Toronto  Club 
have  presented  their  petition  pray- 
ing for  an  amendment  to  their  Act 
of  Incorporation,  and  whereas  it  is  expedient 
to  grant  the  prayer  of  the  said  petition: 

Therefore  Her  Majesty,  by  and  with  the 
advice  and  consent  of  the  Legislative  As- 
bcmbly  of  the  Province  of  Ontario,  enacts  as 
follows : 

1.  It  shall  be  lawful  for  the 
Toronto  Club  to  borrow  money 
upon  the  credit  of  the  Club  and  to 
hypothecate,  pledge  or  mortgage  the  real  or 
peraonal  property  of  the  club  to  secure  any 
sum  or  sums  of  money  so  borrowed  at  such 
rate  of  interest  and  on  such  terms  as  may 
from  time  to  time  be  agreed  upon.

Powtr  to 
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2.  The  Club  sliall  have  power  to 
draw,  make,  accept  and  endorse 
all  biUs  of  exchange,  and  promis- 
sory notes  necessary  for  the  purposes  of  the 
Club  under  the  handa  of  their  President  and 
Secretary  after  authority  from  the  Committee 
of  the  Club  so  to  do,  and  in  no  case  shall  it  be 
necessary  that  the  seal  of  ihe  Club  be  afiOxed 
to  any  such  bill  or  note,  nor  shall  the  Presi- 
dent or  Secretary  be  individually  responsible 
therefor :  Provided  that  nothing  herein  shall 
be  construed  to  authorize  the  Club  to  issue 
notes  or  bills  of  exchange  payable  to  bearer  or 
intended  to  be  circulated  as  moTiey  or  as 
notes  or  bills  of  a  bank.

m.— MEMBEBS. 

No  one  shall  be  admitted  as  a  member  of 
the  Club  who  has  not  attained  the  age  of 
twenty-one  years. 

Lin  Mkmbibs. 

(1)  Ordinary  and  Non-resident  Members  of 
the  Club  may  be  elected  as  Life  Members  by 
a  unanimous  vote  of  the  Committee  at  a  meet- 
ing called  for  the  purpose,  either  for  great 
services  to  the  Club  or  upon  the  payment  of  a 
sum  to  be  fixed  by  the  Committee  in  each  ease, 
provided  that  before  election  the  name  of 
the  member  and  a  statement  of  the  ser- 
vices rendered  or  of  the  amount  of  the 
payment  so  fixed  shall  be  posted  in  the  Club 
by  the  Secretary  for  two  weeks,  but  if 
before  the  expiration  of  that  time  three 
Ordinary  lembers  or  Non-resident  Members 
inform       o    Secretary   in    writing    that    they 
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desire  the  approval  of  a  general  meeting,  roch 
election  shall  be  stayed  until  approved  of  by  a 
▼ote  of  two-thirds  of  the  members  present  at 
such  meeting.  Ail  Life  Members  heretofore  and 
hereafter  elected  shall  je  exempt  from  further 
subscriptions  or  assessments  but  shall  remain 
iubject  in  all  respects  to  the  provisions  of 
Rule  VL,  except  that  no  portion  of  the  amount 
paid  to  become  a  Life  Member  shall  be  re- 
turned. 

Obdimabt  MniBiBS. 

(2)  Ordinary  Members  are  members  residing 
in  the  City  of  Toronto,  or  within  ten  miles 
thereof,  who  have  been  duly  elected  as  such,  and 
have  paid  the  entrance  fee  prescribed  by  the 
rules,  and  are  not  in  default  with  respect  to 
their  annual  Bubscriptions  or  dues  to  the  Club. 

The  number  of  Ordinary  Members  of  the  Club 
is  limited  to  four  hundred. 

Nom-Bksidbnt  Membebs. 

(3)  Non-resident  Members  are  members  resn' 
ing  more  than  ten  miles  from  the  City  ^i 
Toronto,  who  have  been  duly  elected  and  have 
paid  the  entrance  fee  prescribed  by  the  rules, 
and  are  not  in  default  as  mentioned  in  the  rule 
immediately  preceding. 

SUPIBNUMXBABT  MEMBERS. 

(4)  An  Ordinary  or  a  Non-resident  Member 
who  may  be  absent  from  Canada  during  the 
whole  period  for  which  the  annual  subscription 
is  payable,  may  be  considered  a  Supernumerary 
Member;  and  pay  an  annual  subscription  of 
ten    dollars    during   the    continuance    of    such 
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abienee,  bat  any  member  availing  himielf  of 
this  indnlgenee  mnit  preTiootly  noafy  th«  tame 
to  the  Secretary  by  letter,  who  ihall  insert  his 
n^m^^  in  the  book  of  Supernumerary  Members, 
and  sueh  member  before  again  using  the 
privileges  of  the  Club  shall  within  one  month 
after  his  return  to  Canada  give  notice  in  writing 
to  the  Secretary  of  his  return,  and  shall  pay  his 
subscription,  or  the  portion  thereof,  for  the 
current  year,  as  provided  in  *he  case  of  New 
Members  in  Bule  VIIL,  or  if  he  elect  to  do 
so,  may  pay  five  dollars  per  calendar  month, 
not  necessarily  consecutive,  during  the  time  ho 
may  reside  in  Canada  in  any  year,  and  failing 
such  notification  and  payment,  such  member 
shall  be  considered  as  having  withdrawn  from 
the  Club. 


HONOBABT  MiMBIBS. 

(5)  The  Committee  may  elect  as  an  Honorary 
Life  Member  of  the  Club  the  Governor-General 
of  Canada,  and  also  Miy  person  who  has  filled 
that  ofllce.  All  such  Honorary  Life  Members 
shall  be  free  from  payment  of  fees  and  assess- 
ments and  shall  be  entitled  to  all  the  privileges 
of  the  Club,  except  that  of  voting. 

(6)  The  Committee  may  also  elect  as  an 
Honorary  Member  the  ofElcer  commanding  the 
forces  in  Canada,  the  officer  in  command  of  the 
North  American  Fleet  and  any  distinguished 
officer  of  His  Majesty's  Service  while  serving 
in  Canada,  such  membership  to  continue  so 
long  as  the  officer  holds  the  command  or  con- 
tinues in  service  in  Canada,  and  shall  entitle  the 
member  to  all  the  privileges  of  the  Club,  except 
that  of  voting,  without  payment  of  any  feel 
or  assessments. 
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TiMPOEABT  MllCBBS. 

(7)  The  Committee  may  admit  to  the  priri- 
le«e  of  the  Club  for  laeh  periods  m  it  may 
tfom  time  to  time  think  lit  any  itranger  of 
distingniehed  rank  or  position  Tisitiw  Toronto. 
And  the  Committee  may  also  admit  to  sneh 
priyileges  for  a  period  not  ezeeeding  one  year 
strangers  temporarily  resident  in  Ontario,  npon 
payment  of  a  subscription  of  ten  dollars  per 
mouth. 

(a)  Ordinary    Members    of    the    St. 
Jame»'    Club    Montreal;    the    Bideau    CHub, 
Ottawa:  the  Halifax  Club,  HaUfax;  the  City 
Club,  St.  John's,  Newfoundland;  the  Manitoba 
Club,  Winnipeg;  and  in  the  discretion  of  the 
Committee,  of  any  other  Club;  and  the  officers 
of  His  Majesty's  Forces  stationed  in  or  visiting 
Canada  or  on  du^  in  the  Dominion,  and  the 
ofBleers    of    the    Permanent    Forces    of    the 
Dominion   of   Canada,   although   residents   of 
Ontario,    but    not    residing    in    Toronto    or 
within  ten  miles  thereof,  may  on  the  introduc- 
tion of  an  Ordinary  or  a  Non-resident  Member 
be  admitted  to  the  pririleges  of  the  Club  for 
two  weeks,  and  such  privilege  may  be  extended 
for  one  month  longer  on  payment  of  ten  dol- 
lars; such  privilege  not  to  be  repeated  within 
six  months. 

(5)  Subject  to  the  regulations  pre- 
scribed by  the  Committee,  any  Member  may  in- 
troduce non-residents  of  Ontario  to  the  privi- 
leges of  the  Club  for  two  weeks,  not  necessarily 
consecutive,  by  entering  their  names  in  the 
Viritors'  Book,  but  no  introduction  of  the  same 
person  shall  be  made  for  more  than  two  weeks 
within  six  months.  Persons  introduced  under 
this  Bule  may  not  introduce  or  entertain  any 
guests  who  are  not  Members  of  the  Club. 
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(o)  The  Member  introdadng  a  friend 
to  the  priTileset  of  the  Club  shall  be  answerable 
for  any  debt  ne  may  incur  to  the  Club,  and  for 
any  damage  done  by  him  to  the  Club  property. 


MUJTABT  MBMBKBa. 

(8)  The  Committee  may  admit  to  the  priTi* 
leges  of  the  Club  officers  of  His  MajMty's 
Forces  stationed  in  Canada,  or  on  duty  in  the 
Dominion,  and  the  officers  of  the  Permanent 
Forces  of  the  Dominion  of  Canada,  if  stationed 
in  Toronto,  on  payment  of  the  annual  sub- 
scription in  advance  without  entrance  fee.  If 
stationed  at  a  distance  of  not  less  than  one 
hundred  miles  from  Toronto,  on  payment  annual- 
ly in  advance  of  the  sum  of  twenty  dollars, 
without  entrance  fee.  Such  officers  when  sta- 
tioned in  Toronto  may  also  be  admitted  to  the 
privileges  of  the  Club  without  entrance  fee  on 
payment  in  advance  of  ten  dollars  per  month. 
The  name  of  any  person  admitted  under  this 
Bule,  with  the  name  of  hib  proposer,  shall  be 
entered  in  the  Visitors'  Book. 


IV.— ELECTION  OF  MEMBERS.

VI— EXPtJLSION  OP  MEMBERS. 

Any  Member  wilfnlly  infringing  the  Boles 
of  the  Club,  or  being  goilty  of  condoct  in 
or  out  of  the  Club,  which,  in  the  opinion 
of  the  Committee,  who  may  of  their  own  motion 
take  immediate  cognisance  of  the  same,  or 
which  in  the  opijuon  of  any  ten  Members 
who  shall  certify  the  same  in  writing  to 
the  Committee,  is  detrimental  to  the  char- 
acter or  interests  of  the  Clnb,  or  Is  un- 
becoming a  gentleman,  shall  be  liable  to  sus- 
pension from  all  the  privileges  of  the  Club,  on 
a  vote  of  two-thirds  of  the  Committee  present 
when  the  question  of  the  Member's  conduct 
shall  be  investigated,  and  notice  of  such  sus- 
pension shall  at  once  be  given  by  the  Secretary 
by  post  to  such  Member's  last  known  address. 
Such  Member  shall  have  the  right  of  appeal 
by  giving  notice  in  writing  within  seven 
days  after  notification  of  his  snmMnaion,  ad- 
dressed to  the  Secretary  of  the  Club,  posted 
and  registered,  and  such  appeal  shall  be  to  a 
meeting  of  the  Clnb,  to  be  called  by  the  Com- 
mittee and  to  be  held  within  one  month  of  such 
BUspenBlon,  of  which  meeting  at  least  seven 
days'  notice  must  be  given  on  the  notice  board, 
and  also  by  post  to  the  suspended  Menber 
at  his  last  known  address,  and  if  such  suspen-

day  of  February  in  any  year,  pay  a  subscription 
at  the  rate  of  five  doUars,  two  dollars  or  one 
dollar  and  fifty  cents  per  month,  respectively, 
for  the   current  year   ending  on   the   first   of 
December  following,  and  every  Member  failing 
to  pay  his  annual  subscription  for  one  month 
after  It  becomes  due,  shall  pay  an  additional 
sum  by  way  of  fine  of  two  dollars  for  each 
month  or  portion  thereof  during  which  he  is  in 
default.     The  name  of  every  Member  failing 
to  pay  his  annual  subscription  before  the  first 
■    ^xu  ^  January  shall  be  posted  by  the  Secretary 
in  the  Club,  and  if  the  subscription,  with  aU 
fines,  be  not  paid  within  five  months  after  the 
subscription  shall  have  become  due,  he  shall  then 
cease  to  be  a  Member  of  the  Club  and  to  have 
any  right  or  claim  to  its  property,  but  he  may, 
upon  application  within  a  reasonable  time  to 
the      mmittee,  be  reinstated  by  the  Committee, 
If  lu  Its  opinion  it  is  deemed  expedient  to  do 
so,  and  upon  such  terms  as  the  Committee  shall 
detomune. 
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(2)  The  Committee  shall  adopt  saeh  rnkt 
and  regnlatioiiB  for  the  payment  bj  Members 
of  all  bills  and  accounts  for  dues  or  e^nses 
incurred  as  they  shall  deem  advisable  in  the 
interest  of  the  Club  from  time  to  time;  and 
the  name  of  any  member  failing  to  pay  all 
LO.U.  debts  and  other  obligations  to  the  Club, 
for  one  month  after  the  same  are  due,  shall  be 
posted  in  the  Club.  All  credit  shall  be  stopped 
to  any  Member  while  posted. 

(3)  If  a  Non-resident  Member  becomes  a 
Besident,  he  shall  pay  the  usual  annual  subscrip- 
tion of  a  Besident  Member,  or  the  portion 
thereof  for  tiie  current  year.  A  residence  sub- 
stantially for  tbree  consecutive  months  in 
Toronto,  or  within  ten  miles  thereof,  shall  eon> 
stitute  such  Member  a  Besident  Member;  and 
upon  failure  to  comply  with  the  requirements  of 
this  Bule,  and  the  decision  of  the  Committee 
upon  his  case,  those  provisions  of  this  rule 
applicable  to  Members  in  default  shall  apply. 

(4)  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Secretary  to 
notify  all  Members  whose  debts  or  obligations 
to  the  Club  have  remained  unpaid  for  one 
month  and  no  Member  shall  be  allowed  to 
exercise  any  of  the  privileges  of  membership 
in  the  Club  until  such  debt  or  obligation  is 
satisfied.  All  entrance,  annual  and  other  fees 
and  all  LO.U.  debts  and  other  obligations 
shall  be  paid  by  cheque,  payable  to  the  order 
of  "Toronto  Club." 

IX.— GENEEAL  MEETINGS. 

(1)  The  Annual  Qeneral  Meeting  of  the 
Club  shall  be  held  on  the  second  Thursday  in 
January  in  each  year  for  the  transaction  of 
general  business,  the  election  of  Members  to  fill 
the   places   of   the  retiring   Members   of   the 
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Committee  and  the  appointment  of  an  Audi- 
tor for  the  current  year;  and  at  such  meeting 
the  Committee  shall  present  an  audited  report, 
together  with  a  detailed  statement  of  the 
accounts,  assets  and  liabilities  of  the  Club  for 
the  past  year,  and  an  estimate  of  the  receipts 
and  disbursements  for  the  current  year. 

(2)  A  Special  General  Meeting  of  the  Club 
may  be  cidled  at  any  time,  by  duection  of  the 
Committee,  and  such  a  meeting  shall  be  called 
on  a  requisition  to  the  Chairman  of  the  Com- 
mittee, signed  by  not  less  than  ten  Members. 
At  least  seven  days '  notice  of  the  day  and  hour 
of  such  meeting,  stating  the  object  of  the  meet- 
ing, shall  be  sent  to  each  Member  by  mail  and 
posted  on  the  notice  board  of  the  Club. 

(3)  The  Chairman  of  the  Committee  shall 
take  the  chair  at  all  meetings;  in  his  absence 
the  Members  present  at  any  such  meeting  shall 
elect  a  Chairman  from  the  Committee. 

(4)  Notices  of  motion  to  be  brought  before 
all  general  meetings  shall  be  handed  to  the 
Secretary  and  posted  by  him  at  least  seved 
days  before  the  day  of  the  meeting,  and  no 
subjects  shall  be  discussed  thereat  except  those 
of  which  notice  has  beed  given,  and  no  repeal, 
alteration  or  amendment  of  a  Bule  shall  be 
adopted  without  such  notice,  nor  without  the 
consent  of  two-thirds  of  the  Members  present 
at  such  meeting. 

(5)  Twenty  Members  shall  constitute  a  quo- 
rum at  any  Qeneral  Meeting  of  the  Club. 


X.— COMMITTEE. 

(1)    The    Committee   shall   consist    of    nine 
Members,    four    of    whom    shall    constitute    a 

Juorum.    The  Committee  shall  elect  a  Chairman 
rom  their  own  number  at  their  first  meeting  in 
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each  year.     Three  of  the  Cooimittee,  whoM 
names  are  to  be  leleeted  bj  the  Committee 
aeeording  to  their  Miiiority  as  Members   of 
the  Committee,  shall  retire  at  the  end  of  each 
year,  and  except  in  the  case  of  a  Chairman, 
shall  be  ineligible  for  election  for  a  year.  Each 
year  at  the  i^wn"*!  meeting  three  Members  of 
the  Club  shall  be  elected  as  Members  of  the 
Committee  for  three  years.     Any  vacanqr  on 
the  Committee  occurring  during  the  year  shall 
be  filled  by  the  Committee  at  a  meeting  of  the 
Committee    called   for   the   purpose   of   which 
three  dear  days'  notice  shall  be  given,  and  the 
Member  so  appointed  shall,  so  fax  as  regards 
retirement  from  the  Committee,  be  deemed  to 
be  of  the  same  seniority  as  the  Member  whose 
place  he  has  filled.    The  names  of  the  three  re- 
tiring Members  shall  be  posted  by  the  Secretary 
fourteen  days  before  the  annual  meeting,  and 
any  two  Members  may  nominate  a  Member  or 
Members  to  be  proposed  in  the  place  of  the  retir- 
ing Members,  and  such  nomination  or  nomina- 
tions shall   be  handed  to  the   Secretaiy   and 
posted  by  him  seven  days  before  the  day  of 
such  meeting.     In  case  no  nomination,  or  an 
insufficient  number  has  been  received,  the  meet- 
ing shall  elect  the  required  number. 

(2)  The  Committee  shall  meet  weekly,  or  at 
the  call  of  the  Chairman,  for  the  passin|;  of 
accounts,  the  transaction  of  current  business 
and  the  taking  cognizance  of  any  infraction 
of  the  Bides  and  Regulations. 

(3)  The  Committee  shall  ai>point  all  Sub- 
committees and  define  their  duties  and  powers, 
and,  subject  to  the  provisions  of  the  general 
Bules,  sha)^  nake  regulations  for  the  internal 
managemr   j  of  the  Club. 

(4)  Tie  Committee  shall  appoint  a  Secre- 
taiy,  a    Solicitor    and    a    Banker,    and    may 
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appoint  and  employ  such  other  offieera,  Berrants 
and  agents  as  maj  be  required  for  the  propor 
working  of  the  Club,  and  it  shall  have  all  the 
powers  of  the  Club,  ^except  the  power  to  rescind 
or  alter  any  Rules,  Besoluttons  or  By-laws 
adopted  by  the  Club,  the  power  to  expel  Mem- 
bers, save  as  otherwise  provided  by  the  Itules, 
and  the  powers  to  raise  money  by  way  <  loan 
on  mortgages  or  debentures,  or  to  sell  any  realty 
belonging  to  the  Club. 

(5)  The  Committee  shall  have  power  to  levy 
an  assessment  of  not  more  than  $10  in  any  year, 
subject  to  the  approval  of  two-thirds  of  those 
present  at  an  annual  or  a  special  general  meet- 
ing called  for  the  purpose  of  considering  the 
same;  and  any  Members  making  default  in  pay- 
ment of  such  assessment  so  ordered,  shall  be 
deprived  of  the  use  and  privileges  of  the  Club, 
as  xor  non-payment  of  subscriptions,  as  set 
forth  in  Rule  VIII. 

(6)  Should  any  Member  of  the  Committee 
be  absent  from  six  consecutive  meetings  of 
that  body  without  an  excuse  satisfactory  to 
the  other  Members,  he  shall  cease  to  hold  office, 
and  his  place  shall  be  filled  in  the  manner 
relating  to  vacancies  provided  by  Rule  Z. 

XI.— GENERAL  RULES. 

(1)  The  Club  shall  be  open  every  day  for 
the  reception  of  Members  at  8  o'Jock  a.m., 
and  shall  be  closed  and  the  lights  extinguished 
at  1  a.m.,  except  on  Saturdays  and  Sundays, 
when  the  hour  of  closing  shall  be  midnight; 
and  no  member  shall  be  admitted  into  or  remain 
in  the  Club  after  these  hours  on  any  pretense 
whatever,  unless  specially  authorized  by  the 
Committee. 

(2)  The  Committee  shall  make  regulations 
prescribing  the  conditions  on  ^rhich  billiards, 
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wLi*.  and  other  games  may  be  played  in  the 
Ghib,  and  any  Member  committing  a  breach 
of  tach  regulations  shall  be  liable  to  espaUon 
nnder  Bole  VL 

(3)  Any  cause  of  complaint  that  may  arise 
is  to  be  written  in  the  Ciomplaint  Book  and 
signed  by  the  Member  complaining,  or  the 
eranplaint  may  be  made  by  letter  to  the  Secre- 
tary nnder  the  idgnatnre  of  the  Member,  and 
any  complaint  so  made  must  be  laid,  by  the 
Secretary,  before  the  Committee  at  their  next 
meeting.  ,         ^.         ^ 

(4)  Any  notice  duly  posted  on  the  notice 
board  shall  be  deemed  a  sufficient  notice  to  all 
members  of  the  Club,  unless  otherwise  ordered 
by  the  Committee  or  required  by  the  Rules. 

XIL— SECRET  ABY. 

The  Secretary  shall  keep  correct  minutes 
of  the  proceedings  of  the  Club,  and  of  the 
Committees  and  Sub-comffittees  thereof,  and 
all  necessary  books  of  account.  He  shall  de- 
posit all  monies  and  cheques  to  the  credit  of 
the  Club  in  the  bank  appointed  by  the  Com- 
mittee, and  shall  have  authority  to  endorse  all 
cheques  payable  to  the  Club  for  the  propose 
only  of  depositing  them  in  the  said  bank  to 
the  credit  of  the  Club;  shall  discharge  all  duties 
assigned  to  him  by  Committee,  shall  be 

paid  such  salary  as  immittee  may  decide, 

and  shall  hold  oflic        ^ing  pleaau 

XnL— AUDITOR. 

The  Auditor  shall  examine  and  audit  the 
books  and  accounts  of  the  Club  from  month 
to  month,  and  shall  report  thereon  monthly  to 
the  Committee,  and  when  required.
